‘The importation of dutinble articles into the United Kingdom by Sample Post is, in general, prohibited, 
and dutiable articles so imported are Hable to forfeiture. ‘The prohibition is relaxed, however, in the case 
of bona fide trade samples as shown in the Schedule below, subject to compliance with the following 
foquirements 2 

‘The Limits of size or weight and the other conditions set out in the Schedule must be observed 10 
far ax they are applicable to particular articles, In addition each packet must be plainly marked with 
particulars of the contents (a keneral description such as “samples without value” is not sufficient) 
and with a statement that they are bona fide trade samples, and must also comply with the Postal 

Regulations governing the use ot the Sample Post. 


‘Unless the addressee is called upon to make entry, any duty payable, together with any postal charges 
‘due, will be collected by the Postal Authorities on delivery of the packet.
